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Truman Interested 
In Ramspeck’s Plan 
For Business Manager 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—(UP) 
President Truman’s governmental 
economy program, which already 
has saved millions of dollars, may 
be coupled with an efficiency plan 
to put the vast federal machine 
on a strictly-business basis, it was 
disclosed tonight. 

According to Chairman Robert 
Ramspeck, Democrat, Georgia, of 
the House Civil Service Commit- 
tee, Mr. Truman is definitely in- 
terested in the idea of appointing 
a “general business manager” who 
would be responsible solely to the 
White House and who would func- 
tion like a department store or 
corporation executive. 

SEEK TIGHTER REINS 

He would cull out and abolish 
dispensable agencies, tighten up 
and streamline others, end over- 
lapping, rivalry and inter-agency 
conflict and confusion, and at- 
tempt to increase the efficiency of 
the 2,500,000 federal employes and 
save billions. 

Ramspeck made the proposal at 
@ recent White House talk. “The 
President was definitely interest- 
ed,” he said tonight. “In my 
opinion he will give more time 
to the management side of the 
government than any president in 
my memory.” 

He said the program would not 
necessarily mean a “houseclean- 
ing” but simply the introduction 
of modern, uniform methods. Pol- 
icy matters would not be in the 


with wide business experience 
slong with some background in 
government. 

He believes the plan would cut 
vast sums from the cost of gov- 
ernment operations. “If you save 
just one cent on each piece of 

per work, you will save mil- 

ons of doliars over a period of 
years,” he added. 

TALKED TO TRUMAN 

The President established a rep- 
utation as a stickler for economy 
and efficiency in government 
—- the work of the Senate 
War Investigating Committee 
which he once headed. He has 
enhanted that reputation since he 
became chief executive by order- 
ing several agencies abolished 
and decreeing economies of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

Rep. Jennings Randolph, of 
West Virginia, second ranking 
Democratic member of Ramspeck’s 
committee, revealed meanwhile 
that he has sent a letter to the 
Civil Service Commission asking 
for “tighter reins” on government 
personnel. 

“There is a definite need for 
increased efficiency,” he _ said, 
“not so much among the work- 
ers themselves, as through the 
revamping of federal agencies. We 
should begin now to better utilize 
government employes because we 
are certain to reduce the number 
of workers as the war effort ends.

SEEKS UNIFORMITY 


However, the commission also 
ordered nationwide application, 
covering the far west too, of a 
uniform classification system, so 
that an article will fall in the 
Same rate category no matter 
where it is shipped. Under the 
present setup, for instance, a type- 
writer might fall in a high-rate 
class in one part of the country, 
a lower and less costly rate in 
another section, and still a third 
rate if it moved from one terri- 
tory to the other. 


The commission conceded this 
change will be a long and tedious 
task, possibly taking years. 

The temporary rate adjustment, 
the ICC said, will greatly reduce 
the difference in the levels of 
the class rates in the various ter- 
ritories, and bring to a minimum 
the “undue prejudice” which it 
found to exist. 

When the job is finally done, 
much of the present complexity 
will be removed from the class 
rate structure, though there still 
will be numerous exceptions. 

In general the move is toward 
eventual uniform freight rates 
based on mileage.

The great preponderance of all 
freight moves on commodity 
rates. Grain and coal are exam- 
ples. These are specially estab- 
lished charges for particular ma- 
terials or articles, or related 
groups, for a specified haul. 

In addition to class and com- 
modity rates, there are “excep- 
tion rates.” Truck competition in 
recent years has accelerated the 
establishment of exception and 
commodity rates, even on less- 
than-carloads. 

The ICC made a study of all car- 
load traffic transported on Sept. 
23, 1942, and found that 4.1 per 
cent moved on class rates, 10.7 on 
exception rates, and 85.2 on com- 
modity rates. 

CLASS RATE QUESTION 

Another study, covering the year 
1941, showed that less-than-carload 
traffic in official (east) territory 
accounted for $150,263,282 in rev- 
enue, $55,899,927 in the southern 
region, and $100,678,278 in the 
western territory.

Impetus for a unified develop-

Yielding to U. S. Vise 


GUAM, Monday, May 21.—(AP)—Maj. Gen. Andrew D. Bruce’s veteran 77th Division 
infantrymen, repulsing three counterattacks, have captured a strongpoint 900 yards north- 
east of Shuri with the Tenth Army’s slow envelopment of that Okinawa fortress city con- 
tinuing against fierce resistance. 

While the 77th pushed its frontal assault on Shuri’s fortifications yesterday, the First 
Marine Division under Maj. Gen, Pedro A. Del Valle drove 800 yards south from Dakeshi 


town to close in on Shuri from’ 


the northwest. 


Adm. Nimitz’. communique today 
said the Tenth Army was gaining 
against stiff resistance “as it en- 
veloped the enemy citadel of 
Shuri,” but his report on U. 5S. 
positions: gave no indication the 
city was yet surrounded. No 
Americans are yet reported south, 
or even abreast, of Shuri. 


GAIN HEIGHTS 


On the east flank, Maj. Gen. 
James Bradley’s 96th Infantry Di- 
vision, fighting eastward from bit- 
terly-contested Conical Hill against 
intense fire, reached an elevation 
1,600 yards east of Ishimmi town. 

On the west flank the Sixth

JAP SCRAPES BOTTOM 

The greatest American gains for 
all of last week in the slow, tough 
battle approximated 800 to 1,000 
yards. 

The Japanese appeared today to 
be scraping the bottom of their 
troop reservoir on Okinawa in sul- 
cidal efforts to hold the final 
American drive, and according to 
front line dispatches, moving heavy 
artillery back for a last desperate 
stand. 

They are fighting with undimin- 
ished fanaticism as if sensing the 
realities behind a statement yes- 
terday by Lt. Gen. Simon Bolivar 
Buckner Jr., 10th Army command- 
er on the island, that Okinawa 
will become a base “from which 
the death blow can be dealt the 
Japanese empire.” 


BRIGHTEST LIGHTS 
TO GREET HODGES 


The greatest display of 
lights in the history of Atlan- 
ta—five antiaircraft search- 
lights—will form a pattern in 
the sky visible 50 miles away 
for the celebration Thursday 
welcoming Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges to his Georgia home. 

Mayor Hartsfield last night 
said the searchlights will be 
placed in Hurt Park in con- 
nection with the ceremonies 
in the municipal auditorium. 
The auditorium, he added, 
will be decorated and flood- 
lighted. 

Decorations also have been 
ordered for Whitehall street 
from Mitchell street, and 
Peachtree street to Baker 
street, as well as Peachtree 
street from North avenue to 
the Georgian-Terrace hotel,

day. “The entire state is in- 
vited to welcome home Gen.

‘BOOTLEGGER’S STAKES’

Death on the Bufor 


Police investigating what they 
termed a “bootlegger’s sweep- 
stakes”—a race between two 
speeding automobiles in the early 
hours yesterday—said the victim 
was J. B. (Buddy) Boling, 26, of 
the Clermont hotel. 

According to Capt. Ed Foster, 
of DeKalb county police, Boling 
died shortly after being admitted 
to Crawford W. Long Memorial 
hospital. A companion in the car, 
listed by police as A. V. Smith, 
escaped with only cuts and bruises 
of the face and body. 

In connection with this race, po- 
lice recalled the incident last 
March when $50,000 was wagered 
and 300 persons watched in si- 
lence as two cars streaked through 
the dawn on the four-lane high- 
way leading from the Bell bomber 
plant to Atlanta. 

OPPONENT SOUGHT 

Police investigating the race 
yesterday—as bizarre an incident 
as ever was dreamed up by writ- 
ers of fiction—said Boling was at 
the wheel of a 1939 Ford coach. 
He was racing against an oppo- 
nent,- whom police are seeking, 
according to Capt. Foster. 

The speed contest and test of 
driving skill began at a po : 
about 10 miles north of Atlanta 
on the Buford highway. At a sig- 
nal from a “checker” car, the op- 
posing automobiles swung into 
gear and moved off at high speed. 
Police said the “checker” car, 
owned by Boling and operated by 
Roy Hall, contained, in addition to 
Hall, Bob Foust, J. R. Walden, 
Carolyn Dempsey, a girl known 


identified woman. 

The race was a winner-take-all 
proposition, with no holds barred. 
The amount of the stakes, or the 
amount wagered, howeve:, was 
not learned. The race was simply 
to be a case of the “best driver 
wins,” 

Gaining speeds of more than 
100 miles an hour, the cars cata- 
pulted toward Atlanta and the 
finish line, Lindbergh drive. When 
the cars neared North Druid road, 
Boling attempted to pass his op- 
ponent.

With no room to 
pass, Boling swerved to the left. 
The car he was driving hurtled 
across the road, overturned af 
least eight times and then crashed 
to rest on its side, a complete 
wreck.

Flier Downs 5 Vessels 
Totalling 17,000 Tons 
On Patrol Off Formosa

A Japanese effort to run a five 
ship convoy through the American 
air-sea blockade to Formosa failed 
Saturday when a Philippines- 
based Mariner bomber sank the 
entire convoy, about 17,000 tons 
of shipping in all, in 75 minutes. 

The greatest ship, of more than 
5,500 tons, apparently was carry- 
ing troops, judging from the num- 
ber of life rafts afloat. She sank 
when the Seventh fleet plane 
strafed her gasoline deck cargo. 
The other ships were sent to the 
bottom with bombs and strafing 
guns. 

This was reported today by 
Gen. MacArthur, whose commu- 
nique told of further intense fight- 
ing on several Philippine fronts 
and of 369,818 Japanese killed and 
captured in the seven-month Phil- 
ippine campaign, 14,488 in the 
last two weeks. 

CHINESE TAKE PORT 
The 24th division on southeast- 


ern Mindanao pushed two miles 
up the coast beyond contested 
Sasa airdrome, second largest of 
six airfields in the Davao area, 
and entered Panacan town.

Savannah, Brunswick 
Keyed for Improvement

SAVANNAH, Ga., 


May 20.—Savannah, 


like Brunswick, is keyed 


up over the prospect of obtaining a state port—but for a somewhat 


different reason. 

» For Brunswick, it would be a 
means of getting started; for Sa- 
vannah, it would be a means of 
improving the service already pro- 
vided by privately owned shipping 
companies. 

This widely known seaport, to 
and from which ships have plied 
the seas during its many years 
of existence, now reportedly is do- 
ing more business than ever be- 
fore in its history. 

Indeed, reliable sources say it is 
collecting more customs duties 
than all the other southeastern 
ports combined. 

Although the present amount of 
tonnage going through Savannah 
—largely lend-lease materials— 
cannot be disclosed for military 
reasons, it is known that the port 
in 1939 handled 863,127 tons of 
exports and imports. 

LARGE COLLECTION 

The average annual collection 
on imports during the years 1936 
to 1940, inclusive, was $2,410,- 
685. 

It is understood that the State 
Ports Authority, appointed last 
week by Gov. Arnall to develop 
Georgia’s ports, plans to spend 
$10,000,000 on Savannah; $5,000,- 
000 on Brunswick. 

As created by the 1945 legisla- 
ture, the three-man body is em- 
powered to issue self-liquidating 
revenue bonds to the extent of 
$15,000,000. 

New terminals, with refrigera- 
tion units; new tracking facilities 
and other improvements are what 
this port needs most, in the opin- 
ion of shipping authorities. These 
needs, it was pointed out, are 
greater than those for new 
wharves ard:docks. 

In an interview, Charles J. Mu- 
sante, executive secretary of the 
Savannah Port Authority, urged 
that the port development pro- 
gram “should be accelerated as 
much as possible” in order that 
the port might be ready to ac- 
commodate the new business that 
will be developing. 

MANY ADVANTAGES 


“There are s0 many advantages 
that could come from such a fa- 
cility,” Musante said, “that if they 
could be measured in dollars and 
cents, it would be amazing.” 

Expressing belief that 
whole south is in for expansion,”

- 1 = The Dragon of Greed 
And Monopoly Is Sick 


For Ellis Gibbs Arnall yesterday must have 

been a great day. 

All over the nation the newspapers and the 
radio discussed the decision by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion which equalized the nation’s disgracetu‘ly discriminste freight 
rates. 

Economists and writers of business articles began to put to- 
gether articles, all of which would have something to say about how 
Georgia’s young governor had slain the Railroad-ICC dragon of dis- 
crimination and injustice to the south and west, 

It was no mean dragon, either. It breathed fire and smoke and it 
had a forked tongue. And there was a sting in its tail. Before the 
cave where it lived were the chewed bones of a few brave men and 
a very few public service commissions who had dared ride up and 
do battle. . ' 

But there, really weren’t many bones. Most of those public serv- 
ice commissions who came to the cave, really came to pat the 
dragon on the head and to speak subserviently to it, their bats in 
their hands and their voices very respectful. 

A great many persons came to see the dragon. Many of them 
brought sacrifices and tossed them into the jaws of the dragon. 
Some were no mean sacrifices, but were items of great value. Many 
a southern man of ability and vision brought both of these and to 
them added his intellectual integrity, tossing all three as a sacrifice 
to the dragon and became thereby, a member of the exalted “Order 
of the Dragon.” 

Now and then, when the dragon ordered, these members would 
go out and speak bravely and charmingly to civic clubs and con- 
ventions. They said it was a pity people didn't like the dragon. He 
was such a nice dragon. 

And always, through the past 75 yvears, there have been in the 
audiences some governors, congressmen, public service commission- 
ers and editors, all over the south, who sat there smiling and nod- 
ding and joining in the applause for the dragon. 

Greed We have had dozens of polite little notes addressed, 

“Dear Dragon, won’t you please do us a little favor?” 
We have had a few polite little law suits. But the cold, mean fact 
was that the dragon controlled too many persons. It was a greedy, 
cold-blooded control of the destiny of two great regions. There 
were greedy smooth-talking liars who said this wasn’t true. But 
it was. 

And not until Ellis Arnall went boldly before the highest court 
in the land, with all the dragon’s smooth liars laughing at him; 
calling him an upstart fool, a publicity-seeking politician: saying he 
hadn’t a leg to stand on, did anyone really begin to fight the dragon. 
They said Ellis Arnall wouldn’t even get a hearing. When he got 
that they said he would be laughed out of court. When he wasn’t, 
when they were beaten, they began to whine and to’ go brazenly 
into congress with the notorious Bullwinkle bill actually asking the 
congress to legalize them in discrimination and greed. 


For some years after the Civil War the railroads privately desig- 
nated members of the ICC. It has worn the railroad collar for most 
of its official life and Gov. Arnall made no careless statement when 
he said he was glad to see that body, after its course had been nulli- 
fied by the courts, “throw off the railroad yoke that has throttled 
the economic development of the south and west.” 

The people will believe him right too, in saying the interlocking 
rate bureaus and the American Association of Railroads operate 
what amounts to a conspiracy in rates, punishing any railroad which 
might dare act independenily in rates. 

He was right, we may hope, when he predicted: 

“The courts will, in my judgment, complete the job of freeing 
the transportation system of America from monopoly, conspiracy 
and fraud.” 

The children of the dragon are not dead. They will make a loud 
outcry. They will find some southern rate increase, and shriek about 
it. They will seek to confuse, obstruct, misrepresent and darken the 
outlook. They will magnify a few pipsquawk incidents. 

They will do a ruthless smart, cold-blooded job, if they can. 


They always have done so. 

An t As yesterday must have been a great day for 
0 her Day Ellis Arnall, it must have been a bad day for 

those of our southern leaders who long ago sold out on this issue. 
Not all southern leaders,-of course, are to be included in this 

category, but there are those who must be. 


They have told us there was no discrimination. Out of the 
depths of their long-established monopolistic power they have, in 
article after article, in speech after speech, said there was no in- 
equality, no discrimination. 

Well, I would not like to have the conscience of those who have 
fought the south, who have tried to keep on it in the economic 
shackles of inequal rates. 

And no matter what you may think of Ellis Arnall, 
admit this—he has ability, great courage and intellectual integrity 
and character. He has put all of this unselfishly to work for his 
state and region. This magnificent fact even his critics must admit.

French Don't Recall 
Their Old Aftronts 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Word has been re 
layed back from Paris that French government 
circles are considerably wrought up over the 

failure of President Truman to include France in the projected 
next meeting of the Big Three Allied powers—Great Britain, 
Russia and the United States. 

The President's announcement that Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
will not be invited to attend the conference is said to have caused 
consternation in French official quarters. 


Having started out as one of the principal Allies in the war 
against the Axis, the French are unable to understand why, now 
that their country has been liberated, they are not permitted to 
play an active role in the: problems that confront us. They want 
to sit in the councils of the Big Three powers the same as though 
nothing had ever happened to mar their former position. 


Mr. Truman in making the announcement had undoubtedly 
explored the situation fully. Since taking over ‘e reins of gov- 
ernment he has called in all the former close associates of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, those who accompanied him on his various missions 
to Yalta, Tehran and Casablanca, with a view to learning all of 
the commitments that we may have made to our leading Allies 
and then carrying them out to the best of his ability, 


: e It is obvious to assume, therefore, that 
Big Three Agre in denying,Gen. de Gaulle a place at 
the next Big Three meeting he was acting in accord with conclu- 
sions previously reached by Mr. Roosevelt, no less than Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier Stalin perhaps, 

But the French don’t like it any the less. They profess to 
fee] that they are being discriminated against, and their pride is 
hurt at being relegated to a position of secondary importance. 
It is natural to expect a certain amount of fyming and pouting 
over it all. 

What the French are incapable of understanding, however, is 
how our attitude may have been influenced by the sorry record 
of their performance from the time of the fall of Paris in 1940 
to the invasion of Europe last year. 

For four years the Vichy government played the game oft_the 
Nazis hand in glove. They did little or nothing to aid in our 
liberation plans, and they continually threw obstacles into our path. 

They refused to deliver the French fleet and the French air 
force to the British before the fall of Paris, and their forces in 
North Africa fired on our men when we landed there in the first 
move aimed at their liberation. 

In French Indo-China, also, they paved the way for the Jap- 
anese outbreak in the Pacific by secretly according the Japs 
permission to move troops into that area, whence the blow at 


Singapore was struck, 

9? Now that the Germans have been defeated 
Short Memory * and Vichy co-operation with the Nazi “new 
order” has been thrown out of the window, they want to come 
back into the councils of the Big Three on equai terms. 

It doesn’t make sense that we should forget all of these sordid 
offenses so soon. , 

Another factor in the situation is Gen. de Gaulle himself, 
head of the French provisional government. While he may have 
served a useful purpose in helping to keep French resistance alive 
in the dark days after the fall of Paris, he seems to have long 
since outlived his usefulness. 

Both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill found him difficult to 
get along with, and there is no reason to believe Marshal Stalin 
likes him any better. It was Stalin rather than Roosevelt or 
Churchill who kept him away from the Yalta conference. 

The French government head made no better impression on 
members of the senate mission who visited the European battle 
area recently. They met with him in Paris. Some of the things 
said about him by members of the group since returning have 
been none’too flattering. De Gaulle still has the, Joan of Are 
complex. He conceives himself to be the modern savior of France. 

The French nation will probably have to do at least two things 
before being received again on equal terms in the councils of the 
Allies. They will have to undergo a certain period of penitence, 
and get rid of de Gaulle. After that we can talk of restoring them 
to their former seat of power.

Dispute Over Trieste 
Alerts U. S., British 


Nationals at Belgrade 


BELGRADE, May 19. — (De- 
layed )—(4)—American «and Brit- 
ish diplomatic and civilian yperson- 
nel in Yugoslavia were alerted by 
their embassies today to prepare 
for the eventuality of immediate 
evacuation as tension mounted in 
the dispute over the port of 
Trieste. 

As another indication of the crit- 
ical situation created by Marshal 
Tito’s rejection of Allied demands 
to withdraw Yugoslav troops from 
Trieste, British and Americans 
were warned by their embassies 
to avoid any action which might 
cause personal clashes. 

Despite the precautions, there 
was no indication of an unfriend- 
ly feeling against the two Allies 
in the streets of Belgrade, nor 
were there reports of such feeling 
anywhere in Yugoslavia. 

There was no official Yugoslav 
reaction immediately to British 
Field Marshal Sir Harold Alexan- 
der’s message, which said that his 
attempts to reach a peaceful solu- 
tion with Tito had failed and that 
he now was waiting to see wheth- 
er the Yugoslav leader would re- 
sort to force. 

The message was heard here in 
a BBC broadcast. There seemed 
little doubt that it was getting se- 
rious consideration by Tito’s gen- 
eral staff. 

At the time the British military 
negotiations here with Tito broke 
off, a government source said that 
an ‘agreement had been reached on 
the basis of Tito’s demands that his 
troops remain in Trieste while giv- 
ing the Allies the use of the port. 

(The Allies insist that the port 
is needed to supply their troops 
‘in the occupation of southern Aus- 
tria.

It hasn’t 
heard a shot fired in anger, but 
it looks as if it had been the site 
of one of the war’s major con- 
flicts—entirely as a result of back- 
firing V-ls and V-2s set off in this 
vicinity. 

In addition, the Germans lev- 
eled one wide swath of houses be- 
tween here and The Hague in or- 
der to provide a field for fire. 

In a stretch of dunes running 
north from Hook of Holland, they 
built an elaborate system of gun 
positions and bunkers, including 
one fire control point which ex- 
tends four stories underground and 
is filled with the most elaborate 
type of equipment, comparable 
with that of the most up-to-date 
warship. 

They all stand empty now—a 
memorial to the Nazi belief that 
the western Allies might seek a 
shorter route through Germany 
than the roundabout way through 
France.

10-Story Air 


Raid Shelters 


Become German Hospitals 


HAMBURG, May 20.—(/)—Elaborately equipped 10-story air raid 
shelters built for the Nazis by slave labor are being used as hospitals 
for wounded and shocked Germans in this bomb-battered port city. 


The largest is a black painted 
vault of thousands of tons of con- 
crete. It required 15 months to 
build and another three months to 
install machinery for electricity, 
air conditioning and water supply. 


Mounted on top of the shelter 
are four twin-barreled heavy anti- 
aircraft cannon and other lighter 
cannon. Three sets of elevators 
carried shells to the gun positions 
during air attacks. 

The twin-barreled monsters, re- 
sembling big cannon on a battle- 
ship, were sunk in the roof. They 
were electrically controlled, and 
could be adapted to cover stretches 


‘of main roads miles away. 


Eighty nurses and five doctors 
are usually on duty in the com- 
plete hospital unit taking up a 
part of three floors. This section 
is fully equipped with operating 
rooms and reserves of medicine, 
most of which is for deadening 
pain and treating shock cases. 

The wards hold 200 beds and 
100 more could be placed in the 
halls. The head nurse said the 
beds were filled most of the time 
during the war with both civil-| 
ians and soldiers returned to Ham- 
burg from the battlefronts. 


Scores of patients remain. sides 


of them have broken arms or legs, 
or are suffering from severe shock. 

The largest shelter could accom- 
modate 10,000 persons comfortably 
during a raid. A block away from 
the main structure is another, 
lacking hospital facilities, but also 
capable of housing 10, 000 persons.

William J. Simmons, Dies Here 


The death of William Joseph Simmons, first imperial wizard of 
the revived Ku Klux Klan and active in its affairs from 1915 until 
the middle 20’s, has been disclosed. 

The once powerful figure whose 
flaming oratory and organization- 
al talents brought about a resur- 
gence of the Klan that became a 
national phenomenon, died in vir- 
tual obscurity last Friday at the 
Veterans’ hospital in Atlanta. 

He had been in failing health 
for four years. Since eclipse of 
the Klan as a factor in either 
American political or social life,

The body was discovered by a 
chambermaid, who found the door 
closed, but unlocked. The key 
was inside the door. The maid 
called a bellboy, who, in turn, 
called the house manager.

le was pronounced dead.

'was not known, although it was 


reported by police that Noble often 
carried large sums on his person. 
During Saturday afternoon and 
night, he was known to have had 
several visitors.

He simply 
believes the 
Germans 
should pay for SS eases 
their inhuman Pfc. William Bell. 
treatment of him and his buddies. 

Bell, a machinegunner with the 
106th Infantry Division, was cap- 
tured during the battle of the Bel- 
gian bulge, near St. Vith, Dec. 19. 
Surrounded so they could get no 
supplies of food or ammunition, 
they were taken prisoner and 
marched for 19 days and nights 
until they reached Muhlburg, Ger- 


“I don’t know what happened 
to the boys who had lost legs and 
couldn’t march,” Bell said. “The 
Germans carried them off some 
place. All of us who could walk 
(Bell had a shrapnel wound in 


his leg which remained untreated 
for three weeks) marched from 
Dec. 19, the date of their capture, 
until Jan. 6, 


LOST MANY MEN 


“We marched day and night— 
stopping only four or five hours 


at a time,” he related. “We lost 
a lot of men who fell out because 


| of wounds and exposure.” | 


The prisoners were taken to/| 
Muhlburg Stalag IV-B, where)! 
they remained between two and 
three weeks for reassignment to 
German work camps. There the 
American medics captured with 
them treated their wounds, Bell 
said, improvising bandages and 
medicines as well as they could 
after the Nazis took away most 
of their medical supplies. His leg 
wa bandaged with paper, Bell 
said, 


Bell was then sent to a work 
camp at Leipzig, where he and 
other prisoners worked 12 hours 
a day repairing railroad tracks 
damaged by American bombs. It 
took them approximately two 
hours to walk to the job and two 
hours to walk back, he said. | 

“Conditions at the c1mp were 
very unsanitary,” he _ recalled. 
“About 275 of us were packed in 
a building which ordinarily would 
accomodate 60. They gave us a 
~~ of coffee in the morning and 

owl of potato soup and about 
a seventh of a loaf of bread at 
night. The rest of the day we 
were working. 


“GERMANS BEAT US” 


“The Germans beat us to make 
us work harder,” the Atlantan 
said. “They hit use with shovels 
or anything they could pick up. 
Some of the boys got so weak 
they passed out on the job. We 
gave them first aid and covered 
them up. When they came to, the 

ermans made them go back to 
work.” 

Bell said he was wearin 
same clothes when he was finally 
liberated in April as those he 
had on when captured. The pris- 
oners slept on the floor, with 
only two blankets to keep them 
warm, and no heat was provided 
for them. When they picked up 
coal on the railroad and brought 
it back to make a fire, the Nazis

took it away from them and used 
it themselves,” he said. 

“We go. one Red Cross ship- 
ment while we were there—one 
package per seven men,” he said. 
“It wasn't the fault of the Red 
Cross—they had the packages in 
Ccrmany for us—but the Jerries 
took them for_ themselves.” 

Bell and one of his buddies at- 
tempted to escape from the work 
camp in March, but were captured 
by a Germar civilian after they 
broke into his house to ~et food. 
The civilian took them to jail, he 
said, and they were returned to 
the camp and placed in solitary 
confinement, 


TICKLED AT BREAD, WATER 


“It tickled me when they told 
me I was to be put in jail on 
bread and water,” he said. “That 
wasn’t much worse than regular 
life in the work camp.” 

After five days in solitary, Bell 
was sent back to work on the 
railroads. Abdéut the middle of 
April, the prisoners got word that 
American troops were approaching 
Leipzig, and five of them made 
an escape. They hid in the base- 
ment of a house on the outskirts 
of Leipzig for two days and nights, 
and came out of hiding when the 
doughboys arrived. They were 
sent to the regr to an assembly 
area, and after other prisoners 
from the work camp and other 
nearby German prisons were lib- 
erated, all were flown to Paris. 
About 10 days later they were on 
their way home. 


During his 60-day furlough, aft- 
er which he will report to Miami, 
Bell is going to catch up on his 
sleep and regain the 40 pounds he 
‘lost while in prison. He’s glad 
to be home, but he is dead serious 
about wanting to go back overseas.

THEY WOULDN'T LAST DAY 


“The Nazis wouldn't last more 
than one day over here if former 
prisoners guarded them,” he pre- 
dicted. “I think they have too 
many privileges, and I know they 
don’t work like we did. Before I 
went overseas ] was stationed at 
a PW camp in Indiana. Those 
Jerries went out on the job, but 
they didn’t work—they just stood 
around.” 


Bell is thé husband of Mrs. Mil- 
dred D- Bell, of 66 Memorial drive, 
S. E., and the son of Mrs, Mary 
'E. Bell, of 685 Argonne avenue, N. 
E. A graduate of Central Night 
school and Southern Business Col- 
lege, he owned his own produce 
business before he enlisted in Jan- 
uary, 1941. He went overreas in 
September, 1944. 

And after the war? Bell has 
only one definite plan. For about 
six months he will take a rest~ 
and sleep.

90,000 Workers _
